For the first time, Dragon Boats will race in the Columbia River. Races will take place all day 
Sunday, August 9, and team awards will be presented at 3:30 Sunday afternoon in Regatta Square. 
The Dragon Boats are Taiwan type boats with 16 paddlers, a drummer, a captain, and a 
steersperson. Sponsors of the Dragon Boat races include Birdwell Motors, Lum’s Auto Center, 
Ocean Crest Motors, and the Chinese Community. 

Dragon Boats are the most popular early summer activity in the Orient wherever Chinese 
cultural influence prevails. The Dragon Boat Races evolved from the legend of Chu Yuan’s suicide 
in the Mi Luo River and the search 
for his body. 

Dragon boating was introduced 
to Portland in 1988 with the first 
race staged in the summer of 1989. 
The Portland-Kaohsiung Sister 
City Association organized and 
promoted the first race and has 
continued to lead the way through 
the Dragon Boat program. 
Throughout the years, the Dragon 
Boat races in Portland have become 
international. In recent years, 
Portland teams have traveled to 
New York and British Columbia to 
compete with other Dragon Boat
